Simeon

Attending a conference on the other 
side of the world with your laptop in 
tow Is all the connection you need to 
medical dictionaries, encyclopedias, 
drug handbooks, telephone directories 
and other reference tools that support 
your work. The Library closes at night 
but the Electronic Reference Desk is 
always open. 

The Electronic Reference Desk 
(ERD) isan information resource devel- 
oped by the Library's Information 
Services Department to provide access to 
reference sources on the World Wide 
Web. The ERD is accessible through the 
Health Sciences Library's home page 
(http:/ / www.med. virginia.edu/ 
hs-library). A link under Online 
Resources, the ERD is subdivided into 
the General Reference and Pathfinders. 
Some of the topical categories within 
General Reference include atlases, clini- 
cal trials, consumer health, residency 
resources and writing guides. 

There are an estimated 1 billion Web 
pages on the Internet. Quality informa- 
tion not quantity is the biggest problem 
on the Web. Interestingly, over a third of 
all Web searches are health related. This 
translates into an enormous need for 
high-quality medical information Web 
pages. One particular Web page listed 
within the consumer health category of 
the ERD is the Virtual H ospital. The 
Virtual H ospital was begun in 1992 asa

project of the University of lowa College 
of Medicine. Although the intent of the 
Virtual H ospital was to serve asa 
resource for health practitioners the 
scope has expanded to encompass the 
information needs of both medical stu- 
dents and patients. 

While the Virtual H ospital is multi- 
faceted in terms of the medical informa- 
tion it covers, another ERD resource, 
CareerMd, has a more specific agenda. 
Accessible under the ERD category, resi- 
dency resources, CareerMD, isan online 


career planning resource for medical stu- 


dents, residents, fellows, clinicians, and 
researchers. CareerMD incorporates both 
ResidencyFind and FellowshipFind data- 


bases as well as selected Web sites pertain- 


ing to clinical specialties and general 
medical topics. In addition, various relo- 
cation tools such as salary calculators, 
school reports, and community calcula- 
tors are also included in CareerMD. An 
additional advantage for Web resources 
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such as CareerMD is the currency 
of the information. Unlike hard- 
copy publications, in which 
changes are made in the next edi- 
tion, a Web page can be updated 
frequently. 

Pathfinders, another category 
available through the ERD, are sub- 
ject-specific links to the Library's 
books, journals, audiovisuals, data- 
bases, and relevant worldwide web- 
sites. Pathfinders were originally 
developed to support specific edu- 
cational curriculum, such as course 
work in evidence-based medicine. 
In addition to the evidence-based 
medicine Pathfinders, the ERD has 
Pathfinders on AIDS, epidemiology, and 
genetics. 

The nature of the Web is change and 
the ERD isa constantly changing virtual 
resource. Amazing to think that those 
bulky reference books can be contained 
on one small laptop computer. Although 
information on the Web Is an incredible 
resource for both the medical practition- 
er as well as the patient, the burden lies 
on the Web searcher to use critical think- 
ing in analyzing Web information. The 
ERD is designed to organize and filter 
through the enormous amounts of infor- 
mation available through the Web. In 
Information Literacy: Education for lifdong 
learning, the author S.M Weaver com- 
ments on the skill required to critically 
evaluate information resources. 
“Information...is everywhere, and those 
who know how to obtain, evaluate, and 
apply it will be empowered to be the 
problem solvers of the future”. &

Many of the Health Sciences Library’s resources 
including full-text journals, Ovid databases, and 
books have license restrictions that limit them to 
the University community. 

To comply with these license restrictions, 
some products are accessible only to machines 
that are either physically connected to the 
University Network, or are dialed in directly to 
the University modem pool. Members of the 
University community using some method other than direct dial-in to the University 
network, cannot access these restricted resources. That is where the proxy server 
intervenes. 

The proxy server allows users to identify themselves to the University Network as 
bona fide affiliates of the University. To use the University proxy server, you must 
obtain a special proxy account, and then configure your copy of Netscape or Internet 
Explorer to use the proxy server. After that, any time you try from off Grounds to 
access a resource that is restricted by Internet address, the network will simply 
require you to establish your identity by logging in using the password you created 
when you got your proxy account. That’s it! Once you have entered your personal 
information into the login window, you'll be able to see and use the resource just as 
you would from a network connection on Grounds. You should only have to identify 
yourself once during a session, even if you access more than one restricted site.

The Health Sciences Library provides access to a number of biomedical databases, 
including MEDLINE, CINAHL (Nursing & Allied Health), and PsycINFO, using the 
Ovid (pronounced “ah - vid”) search interface. The Library also provides full-texts 
of several biomedical and nursing journals through OVID’'s journals@OVID. The 
Ovid search system can be used with any Web browser software such as Netscape 
or Internet Explorer. To search OVID databases, set your browser to 
http://ovid.med.virginia.edu/ovidweb/ovidweb.cgi. Authorized University of 
Virginia affiliates can access Ovid databases by using any workstations that are 
directly connected to the University network or any off-campus computers via the 
University’s dial-in modem lines. Dial-in users from home using non-UVa modem 
lines, e.g.,Cornerstone, AOL, would need a proxy server for appropriate Web 
browser configuration and validation. Users need to set up the account for a 
proxy server only once.

The Web of Science is produced by ISI, Institute for Scientific Information, which 
also produces Current Contents, Science Citation Index, Social Sciences Citation 
Index, and Arts & Humanities Citation Index. Web of Science is updated daily, so 
information will be available faster. You will have more search capabilities in one 
resource. The Web of Science search interface allows users to search the most 
recent update(s) or by selected years. As with other ISI databases users can search 
by subject, author, and/or journal title. Users can save their search strategies for 
future use to keep abreast with the latest research.
